“Coloner* Williams, as he was 
familiarly 
known by 
a host 
of 
friends and acquaintances, had been 
in his office in the Stallsmith build­ 
ing, center square, for the last time 
on New Y ear’s day. He was taken ill 
th a t evening and hts condition had 
grown steadily more serious until 
his death early this morning. 
He had been in failing health for 
several years. 
In August, 1933. he 
suffered three strokes but by No­ 
vember of th a t year he had recov­ 
ered sufficiently to return to his of­ 
fice and had continued active prac­ 
tice until he was taken ill last Fri- 
day evening. 
For the last eight 
years he had resided with his broth­ 
er. Charles. 
"Word of live passing of tire a t­ 
torney was received with expres­ 
sions of deep regret a t the county 
court 
house, where 
he was 
well 
known as a form er district atto r­ 
ney and 
form er solicitor for tho 
county commissioners and the di­ 
rectors of the poor. At the time of 
his death he was attorney to the 
board of road viewers. 
He had enjoyed a w'ide practice 
during the more than 44 years he 
practiced 
before 
the bar in 
the 
county courts. Tho esteem in which 
h r w'as held by fellow members 
of the bar bs demonstrated by the 
fact of his election to the pres*. 
^ dency of tho county bar associa­ 
tion. 
Native of Gettysburg 
Mr. W illiams was a native of G et­ 
tysburg. 
He was bom here Novem­ 
ber 29, 1869. a son of the late Marion 
Francis and Mrs. Sarah (Utz) W il­ 
liams. 
He was graduated from G ettys­ 
burg high school and later from the 
Gettysburg 
preparatory' 
( P r e p> 
school. He attended Gettysburg col­ 
lege and read law 
with the late 
Jacob Kitzm iller. 
After the latter’s 
death, Mr. W illiams w’ent into the 
office of the late Jacob L. Butt, Esq 
where he completed his study. 
He was unm arried. 
He had practiced law here con­ 
tinuously since his admission to the 
county bar May 12, 1892. 
He also 
was adm itted to practice before the 
state suprem e and superior courts. 
Tile deceased had held many re ­ 
sponsible legal posts during his ca- I 
leer. 
He had served as attorney 
for the county board of poor di­ 
rectors and for seven years hie was 
county solicitor, completing his serv­ 
ice in th at position at the end of 
the year, 1935. 
He was a former 
solicitor for Gettysburg borough. 
District Attorney, 1906-19(14 
In 1900 he became district atto r­ 
ney of Adams county for a four- 
year term . 
He never sought any 
other elective office. At the time of 
his death he was a member of the 
board of county law examiners and 
several m onths ago had been named ; 
solicitor to the board of road view- j 
ers of the county by Judge W. C. 
Shcely. He filled the vacancy caused 
by the death of C. E. Stable. 
His legal practice led to his em ­ 
ployment as attorney for the G et­ 
tysburg national bank, 
the 
East J 
Berlin national bank, the Abbotts- I 
town w ater company and a number 
of township road and school boards. 
His interests were not confined to 
the practice of law. 
For 45 years 
he took an active part in democratic 
politics in this 
section 
and 
had 
served as delegate to national party 
conventions. 
He was one of the organizers and 
the first president of the Gettysburg 
Chamber of 
Commerce 
nearly 30 
t years ago when the group was or­ 
ganized for th e purpose of accom­ 
plishing tile establishm ent of the J 
Lincoln highw ay route. 
M ember of 4 Lodges 
One of the organizers and oper­ 
ators of the G ettysburg-Harrisburg i 
transportation company, he held an 
interest in the company for a num ­ 
ber of years, later disposing of iris 
holdings to the late D. J. Forney. 
He was one of the organizers and 
the first attorney for the former I 
Citizen's tru st company of Gettys­ 
burg. 
Fraternally he was affiliated with 
four lodges. 
He was a charter 
member of Gettysburg lodge, No. 
1045, Benevolent and Protective O r­ 
der of Elks and had served the local 
group as one of its first exalted 
rulers. He held membership in Get- 
tys lodge, No. 124, I. O. O. F., and
